INVENTGRY  of  cill  hogs  and  pigs  in  the  U.S.  on  S^Jtember  1,  1990,  is  estimated 
at  56.3  million  head,  according  to  the  Agricultural  Statistics  Board. 
Ihis  estimate  is  2  percent  belcw  S^jtember  1,  1989  but  4  percent  above  the 
June  1,  1990  inventory  which  was  revised  dcwnwaird  by  240  thousand  head. 

  Breeding  inventory  at  6.86  million  head  is  dcwn  slightly  from 

S^xtember  1,  1989,  and  dcwn  4  percent  from  June  1,  1990. 

  Mar]cet  hog  inventory  at  49.4  million  head  is  3  percent  belcw 

S^jteanriber  1,  1989,  but  5  percent  above  June  1,  1990. 

Inventory  of  cLLl  hogs  and  pigs  on  S^jtember  1,  1990,  in  the  10  Quarterly 
estimating  States  is  estimated  at  44.4  million  head,  dcwn  2  percent  frcm  last 
year  and  1  percent  belcw   S^Jtember  1,  1988. 

  Breeding  inventory,  at  5.34  million  head,  is  slightly  above  a  year 

ago  and  2  percent  belcw  two  years  earlier. 

  MarJcet  hog  inventory,  at  39.1  million  head,  is  dcwn  2  percent  frcm 

last  year  and  1  percent  belcw  1988. 

PIG  CROP:    The  June-August  1990  U.S.  pig  crcp  was  22.9  million  head,  2  percent 
less  than  1989.    Sews  farrcwing  during  this  period  totaled'c2,.91  million 
head,  3  percent  belcw  a  year  earlier.   Pigs  saved  per  litter  was  J'-.B^  ccirpared 
to  7.79  during  the  same  period  in  1989. 

Uie  10  State  June-August  1990  pig  crcp  was  17.9  million  head,  dcwn  1  percent 
from  last  year  virtually  unchanged  from  two  years  ago.  Ihere  were  2.27  mil- 
lion sews  that  fainxwed  during  June-August,  dcwn  2  percent  frcm  a  year  earlier 
and  4  percent  less  than  the  same  period  two  years  ago. 

Sews  farrcwing  during  June-August  1990  in  the  10  States  averaged  a  record  high 
7.91  pigs  per  litter  compared  with  7.82  last  year  and  7.63  during  the  ccstipar- 
able  pericd  two  yeaors  ago. 

FARROWINS  JNIEXmctS:  U.S.  hog  producers  intend  to  have  2.85  million  sews 
farrcw  during  the  S^jtember-^oveirter  quarter,  2  percent  more  than  the  actual 
farrcwings  during  the  same  period  last  year  but  4  percent  belcw  1988. 

U.S.  farrcwing  intentions  for  the  December  1990-February  1991  quarter,  at  2.63 
millicMi  sews,  is  2  percent  above  1990  but  dcwn  3  percent  frcm  tiie  1989  period. 

Hog  producers  in  the  10  Quarterly  States  intend  to  have  2.25  million  sews 
farrcw  during  S^>tember-Nbvember  of  this  year.  This  is  1:5)  3  percent  from  the 
actual  farrcwings  during  the  comparable  period  in  1989,  but  2  percent  belcw 
1988. 

The  10  State  farrcwing  intentions  for  the  December  1990-February  1991  quarter 
are  2.07  millioi  head,  3  percent  above  a  year  earlier,  but  2  percent  fewer 
than  1989. 
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RELIABILITY  AND  ESTIMATING  PROCEDORES;  Primary  data  used  in  setting  these  hog 
estimates  were  obtained  from  a  sanple  of  producers  across  the  U.S.  using  prob- 
ability surveys.  These  surveys  included  information  from  about  46,000  c^jera- 
tors  sanpled  frcxn  a  list  of  agricultural  producers  plus  additional  data  from 
c^jerators  of  9,000  small  land  area  tracts.  Information  was  collected  during 
the  first  half  of  S^Dtember  fcy  mail,  tel^jhone,  and  personal  interviews. 
Since  all  operations  raising  hogs  were  not  included  in  the  sairple,  survey 
estimates  are  subject  to  samplinjg  variability.  This  variability,  as  measured 
ty  the  relative  standard  error,  is  less  than  one  and  three-quarters  percent  at 
the  U.S.  level  for  the  all  hog  inventory.  Ihis  means  that  chances  are  approx- 
imately 95  out  of  100  that  survey  estimates  will  be  within  three  and  one-half 
percent  of  the  value  develcped  by  all  possible  samples  selected  fran  the  same 
peculation  and  surveyed  using  the  same  procedures.  The  relative  standard 
errors  for  the  major  groupings  of  breeding  and  market  hogs  are  2.1  and  1.9 
percent,  respectively.  The  relative  standard  errors  for  the  market  hog  wei^t 
groups  range  from  1.9  to  2.6  percent. 

Survey  estimates  are  also  subject  to  non-sampling  errors  such  as  emissions, 
duplications,  and  mistalces  in  r^orting,  recording,  and  processing  the  data. 
These  errors  cannot  be  measured  directly,  but  they  are  minimized  throu^  rigid 
quality  controls  in  the  data  collection  process  and  a  careful  review  of  all 
r^xDrted  data  for  consistency  and  reasonableness. 

The  sampling  variability  of  survey  estimates  on  intended  farrcwings  is  sli<^t- 
ly  larger  than  that  for  inventories.  More  iirportant,  actual  farrcwings  may 
differ  significantly  from  r^»rted  intentions  due  to  une3q)ected  economic  and 
environmental  conditions.  For  the  10-State  S^tember-November  second  inten- 
tions, these  differences  have  exceeded  six  percent  in  two  of  the  last  ten 
years.  For  Deceraber-Febrv:^ry  first  intentions  as  of  S^5tember  1,  these 
differences  have  exceeded  ei(^t  percent  in  one  of  the  Icist  ten  years. 

In  setting  the  inventory  estimates,  the  Agricultural  Statistics  Board  con- 
structed a  balance  sheet  using  estimates  on  births,  deaths  and  dieck  data  on 
slau^ter,  imports,  and  e^qxDrts.  This  balance  sheet  provided  an  additional 
check  CXI  survey  inventory  estimates.
